‘Half Of Billion 
Dollar Gift To 
U.K. Expended 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA, Aug. 5—More than 
half the billion dollar gift to Bri- 
tain, which was designed to look 
after British requirements from 
Canada at least until the end of 
1942, has already been expended. 


The rate of expenditure of the 
United Kingdom financing account, 
‘the official name for the free 
grant to the British government, 
is now reaching a level of almost 
$150,000,000 a month, it is under- 
stood and during July the ex- 
penditures passed the half-way 
mark of $500,000,000 

Two developments are expected 
as a result of the rapid exhaus- 
tion of the British gift account, a 
further appropriation will undoubt- 
edly have to be made to take 
care of British requirements until 
the end of the fiscal year next 
March, though the amount cannot 
be estimated. 

The second result is that the 
total budget requirements of the 
Canadian government will be in- 
creased substantially beyond the 
total of $3.9 billion estimated by 
Mr. Ilsley in his budget speech. 
MORE MONEY NEEDED 

Under-estimation of the British 
gift account alone, it is evident 
amounts to possibly $700,000,000 or 
$800,000,000 for the current fiscal 
year. When the United Kingdom 


financing act was passed last 
March Mr. Ilsley estimated that a 
billion dollars would cover the 


period to the end of the calendar 
year, This estimate will not be 
fulfilled, it is believed, and more 
money will have to be found be- 
fore that time. 

Tentative estimates indicate that 
the budget total. of $3.9 billion 
may have to be revised upwards 
to $4.6 billion, though the increase 
in British aid may be offset by 
reductions elsewhere. The Cana- 
dian treasury is facing the most 
Strenuous problem of meeting 
costs of war and British aid, and 
the prospective increase will in- 
tensify that problem.

He said that development taking 
place in the north country would 
undoubtedly have a direct bearing | 
in the post-war development of the | 
territory, and predicted that in 


the after war years there would be| 


a considerable colonization and! 
mineral development in these 
areas. 


The finest coal deposits in Can- 
ada are located adjacent to Findlay 
Forks, continued Mr. Turgeon, but 


they have not been developed 
owing to lack of transportation 
facilities. 

VITAL LINK 


The Alaska highway will be one 
link in the transportation system 
that will bring about this develop- 
ment, and the proposed railway 
from Prince George to Alaska will 
give a further outlet for this coal 
and-other-paseatd precious metals” 
known to exist in abundance in this 
territory. 

Mr. Turgeon said not only was 
there coal of high grade available 
for development work, but the 
Peace River waters at this point 
could easily be harnessed to pro- 
vide water power. 

He expressed the opinion that 
development necessitated through 
war emergency would be main- 
tained in the post-war period. He 
predicted there would be no ghost 
towns in the Carriboo and North- 
ern Alberta territories. 


Given the railway and highway 
link to aid development of this 
north land, nothing can hold back 
that development, Mr, Turgeon 
predicted. Not only are there 
abundant minerals, but some of 
the finest mixed farming lands 
in Canada are to be found in the 
territory, he said. 


Mr. Turgeon is chairman of the 
parliamentary committee inquiring 
into post-war rehabilitation. He 
said this committee is now making 
a study of the nation’s natural re- 
sources so that they can be har- 
nessed to the nation’s needs to 
provide employment when the de- 
mobilization period arrives after 
the war. 

Mr. Turgeon expressed the per- 
sonal opinion that defensive tactics 
should be abandoned against the 
Japanese now holding certain of 
the Aleutian Islands, and aggressive 
action taken to dislodge them 


FAVORS OFFENSIVE ACTION 


He was of the opinion that an 
army, complete in all branches, 
should be trained in the north land 
for this offensive action. 

He believed that the action of 
the Japanese in invading these 
islands was part of the war plans 
of the Axis high command and was 
designed to prevent the shipment 
of supplies through the Behring 
Sea along the north shores of 
Russia. 

Mr. Turgeon will leave for Van- 
couver on Thursday morning and 
after a brief visit there will fly to 
Fort St. John to start a tour of 
his constituency, which is one of | 
the largest in Canada.

Estimates place the oat crop at 
more than 350,000,000 bushels and 
barley at 150,009,000. Taking the 
lowest estimates, there would be 
970,000,000 bushels of grain to be 
stored, not including rye. Flax 
is so greatly needed that it is 
taken out of the elevators as soon 
as it is put in. 

It is believed that already the 
farmers on the prairies have stor- 
age facilities of their own for close 
to 600,000,000 bushels of grains of 
all kinds, and there is space leit 
for 200,000,000 in the elevators, mak- 
ing 800,000,000 altogether. The bal- 
ance, whiclr may reach 200,000,100, 
will require additional 
space, 

“The government's endeavor to 
increase the supply of coarse grains 
met with a splendid response rom 
the farmers and the acreage suwn 
to these grains was increased by 
over 4,000,000 acres,” the minister 


said. “With the splendid crop pros- | 
pects, there will be a tremendous | 


volume of coarse grains to be 
housed, largely for the use of farm- 
ers for feed purposes. 


INVENTORIES LOW

and those who hadn't any are fast developing it—.” 

The days were a great improvement over the 
hights, especially in the first part of the trip when 
we had day after day of beautiful weather. 


MFET RAIDER AGAIN 

> first week we stood practically still, taking 
sho.i afternoon cruises in the South Atlantic. We 
were waiting to see the Tamesis again. When she 
did return she had no more prisoners to offer. 
fortunately. Word came from her that the three 
badly wounded men who had been operated on by 
the raider doctor were still in too serious a ccn- 
dition to be moved. But the wife of the one and 
friends of the other two were allowed to go across 
to see them. The reports brought back were not too 
sanguine, especially concerning the one man who 
had a shell splinter in his brain. 

(This man died on the raider a week later. The 
others remained on the raider until it was attacked 
months later by a British destroyer; the Tamesis 
was scuttled, the wounded and ship's company 
taking to the boats and being picked up by German 
submarines and taken to Germany, where the two 
men are now prisoners. It was bad luck for the one 
American that he didn’t reach Germany until the 
end of December—too late to be freed as were the 
other American survivors of the Zamzam.) 

Final orders from the raider command stood 
as before, except that fewer of the British men were 
to be kept for internment than had been expected. 
The number of civilians had been cut down to 
three single men of military age. 

So we started north to intercept the American 
trede lanes, which we must have done at some point, 
but not a ship was seen. As hopes dwindled of a 
transfer to a neutral ship, interest focused on the 
possible neutral port to which we might be taken. 
Rumor flew about that ship as easily as in most 
places of suspended activity. A visiting hour, for 
husbands and fathers and single men by turns, 
was allowed every morning, and the men would 
come up to our quarters with the day’s guess from 
belpw as to our destination. Bets were placed 
alternately on Portuguese West Africa, South Amer- 
ica, Madeira, the Canaries and the Cape Verde 
Islands. 

For several days there was a strong school sup- 
porting the Canary theory. Several of us even had 
a villa planned there, The captain of the Dresden, 
who went so far as to subscribe himself to the 
Canary idea, must have laughed a lot. 


CAPTAIN’S SADISM 

That captain was a bit of a sadist anyway, I think. 
Certainly I've never known a captain to take such 
an intimate and personal interest in his ship's 
passengers and activities. For instance, it was he 
who called us all together and said we must con- 
serve on toilet paper. It was he who personally 
inspected the cabins and said that wet washing must 
not be left hanging about or a serious epidemic of 
typhoid would ensue. And it was he who, at a 
meeting regarding the length of visiting hours 
between husbands and wives, gave it as his con- 
sidered opinion that any business between man and 
woman required not longer than 15 minutes, 

So time went on with the days variously occupied. 
I'm surprised to find now, scribbled out on the edge 
of one of the valued scraps of notes kept from those 
days, this verse from the “Ballad of Reading Gaol,” 
which I remember reading one very hot day: 

“But in the heart of every man 

Terror was lying still. 
So still it lay that every day 
Crawled like a weed-clogged wave.” 

I'm surprised now, looking back on them, those 
days would seem to have been very busy. and 
something new was always’ afoot. (For example, 
the day of days when all our luggage was painted 
in bold white letters with a New York or other 
American address because, when we landed at the 
promised neutral port, it might get separated -from 
us but we and it would eventually be bound for 
America.) But they were long days, and the usual 
pleasant breaks in a ship's day, the meals, were in 
this case neither pleasant nor did they occupy many 
hours. 

In the women's dining-room, meals took place 
in three sittings, served by a couple of our Zamzam 
Egyptian stewarts, Ali, the Turk, was the caller to 
meals. He was another of the Zamzam's crew. He 
had no gong, but would come up on the sun-deck 


and sing out: “Muzzers and small babies — Muzzers 
and their children.” That was for the first sitting— 
and Ali would pick up the infant Sarah, who loved 
him, and bear her smilingly away. Fifteen minutes 
later, the siren voice would be heard again. This 
time: “Port-side ladies,’ which he changed after 
a day or two to “Portly ladies” at the expense of 
one of the port-side berth occupants who was of 
mammoth girth. Finally came to call for “Starboard 
ladies” which inevitably altered to “Starboarders.” 
And the last famished remnants of us would hurry 
to the festive board—day after day of macaroni 
soup or sloppy rice with bits of unidentified meat 
floating in it. 


FEAR OF ROYAL NAVY 

‘When hopes of being landed on the Canaries 
vanished, the betting changed to the Azores, Vigo, 
Bordeaux or Murmansk. The most optimistic view 
Spain. I have still a request from one of the men, 
written on a Zamzam telegram form, for a Spanish 
grammar seen lying about our quarters. And on 
possible was adopted—hopes were now pinned on 
the back of the note I had jotted a list of useful 
Spanish phrases, culled no doubt from the book 
before sending it down. 

A couple of days later any, surviving light- 

heartedness disappeared when we got orders to 
sleep in our clothes with lifebelts always at hand, 
night and day. We were in dangerous waters, run- 
ning the British blockade. There was a certain 
elation as well as a certain irony in the thought that 
“it” might happen again, this time at the hands of 
our own British. But, we couldn't face the pros- 
pect with perfect equanimity—especially as our 
Zamzam captain told us that, should anything hap- 
pen, the waters were too rough for the launching of 
lifeboats. So it is perhaps not too surprising that , 
some of us, who had borrowed a backgammon board 
from the men’s quarters, sent it back with some 
message about not wanting further responsibility for 
it. Which elicited the following rather interesting 
reply: 
“| hope your note does not mean what it ob- 
viously does, that you are unduly perturbed con- 
cerning our chances of getting it in the neck on 
this wretched craft. The possibilities of same are, 
unfortunately, only too slim. Were we to be taken 
over by HMS Hood, the food, lodging, etc. would 
be better and we'd get to an English port. If the 
shell landed in No, 2 hatch (where the men were 
locked in at night), all the remainder could go in 
lifeboats without wetting their posteriors on the rafts 
(most of the single men had been assigned to rafts 
as there were not enough lifeboats). All to the good. 
If shelled, the British wouldn’t waste heavy calibre 
on us, so you all would be safe up there as iong as 
you stayed on the opposite side of the decks. If 
torpedoed, only the hatches blow up, so you are 
still O.K. If you are worrying about planes, 1i would 
be a reconnaissance plane which would only 
machine-gun us, Equally safe. So your greatest 
worry if attacked would be to which English port 
you want to get. You needn’t worry about the 
German Kriegsmarine. They know all about us, 
So all in all, you should be like us down here in the 
nether regions, happy as larks.” 


LIGHTS OF SPAIN 

Which showed that the men could still take it 
—and definitely strengthened our courage. But 
nothing happened to test it. On two consecutive 
afternoons, the Dresden’s captain and officers 
rushed to the bridge, scanned the horizon through 
glasses, and changed course very suddenly. It is 
believed that British convoys were ,sighted. But 
that was all. 

The night of May 18 we saw the lights of Spain, 
and all the following day we ran along the north 
Spanish coast. All passengers were ordered to stay 
off the boat-deck and our laundry-line wes removed. 
That evening we gave up final hope of a neutral 
port. Each of us was given a typed slip, signed by 
the captain of the Zamzam, which said: 

“| hereby certify that Mrs. — Was a passenger 
on board the SS. Zamzam which sailed from New 
York, U.S.A., March 20, 1941, to Capetown, The 
Zamzam having been sunk, Mrs. was trans- 
ferred to a German ship and brought to Europe, At 
sea, May 19, 1941.” 

The next morning, at crack of dawn, came the 
German chief steward’s shout: “All up—we're in 
port.” And we were not too surprised to find the 
Nazi flag flying over the Dresden, which had come 
to port in Saint Jean de Luz, Occupied France.

Renounced By 
Great Britain 


LONDON, Aug —(CP) 
The British government form 
ally renounced today the 1938 
Munich agreement — which be 
gan the partition of Czecho 
Slovakia — and declared that 
Britain “will not be influenced 
by any changes effected in and 


since 1938” in settling Czecho- 
Shovakia'’s frontiers after the 
war. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden announced in the House of 
Commons that British policy to- 
ward Czecho-Slovakia was guided 
by formal recognition of the 
Czecho-Slovak government in 
London and by rime Minister 


Churchill's declaration in Septem- 
1940, that the Germans had 
destroyed the Munich agreement 
An exchange of notes between 
Eden and Jan Masaryk, foreign 
minister in the exiled Czecho- 
Slovak government, formally de- 
fining Britain's stand, was issued 
simultaneously as a White Paper. 

Masaryk declared that “be- 
tween our two countries the 
Munich agreement can now be 
considered as dead.” 

His note called the British an- 


nouncement a “highly significant 
act of justice toward Czecho- 
| Slovakia” and said his govern- 
{ment accepted it as a “practical 


| solution of questions and difficul- 
| ties of vital importance” which 
confronted the dissolved republic

~ Task To Retain 
Price Ceilings

reached 110 per cent of parity. The 
| theory was that they would stabil- 
ize at ‘an average of parity, but 
many are far above parity now and 
others rising; the theory did not 
work. 

Canada’s interest is that our 
economy is inseparably attached 
to the United States. Destruction 
of the U.S. price ceilings, as Mr. 
Ilsley has said, will blow ours 
sky-high. 

The U.S. now confronts a serious 
condition and not a theory. So Mr. 
Roosevelt is expected to act soon 
under his authority as commander- 
in-chief to fix some total limitation 
on farm prices, wages, commodity 
prices and profits as well.

These 
are: A dragging down feeling, pain 
or ache through the lower back, 
nervousness, dull ache through the 
back of the head and the neck, per- 
haps numbness of the legs, a blue 
discouraged frame of mind, and 
possibly a tendency to cramps. 

If you have some derangement 
coming under the heading of wo- 
men’s disorders, I suggest that you 
write to me, I have several articles 
prepared in mimeographed form 
on the various disorders of women, 
Perhaps there is one of these I 
could send to you which would give 
you some helpful suggestions. If

Should I let him 
swallow air to slow up the feed- 
ing’ He is so strong he can turn 
to either side when lying on his 
back.” 

He has too little in quantity 
and it is possible with a large 
formula he would not neea to be 
fed so often, The amount of 
milk is adequate though he could 
have more, The baby’s desire for 
more food should be an indica- 
tion of his need for it. The 
amount of sugar is larger than 
necessary, Three to four level 
tablespoons should be enough 
now. 

If he has always had trouble with 
fresh cow's milk, why not give 
evaporated milk a trial? It is 
easier to digest and prepare. He 
lacks fruit juice, too, and these are 
necessary no matter what type of 
artificial formula is being used 


IT AMOUNTS TO THIS 

This all sums up to this. try 10 
ounces of evaporated, or work up 
to 20 ounces of fresh, boiled milk. 


To 
either one add enough boiled water 
to make 30 ounces in all and dis- 
solve the 3 to 4 tablespoons of

TWO REASONS 


The Stukas performed brilliantly 
}on the European continent; first, 
because they were able to exploit 
fully the element of surprise and 
hence did not meet a real modern 
pursuit force in reasonably effec- 
tive strength; and second, because 
there they did not operate as an 
| air-power weapon but essentially 
| 4s an auxiliary of the army. 

What is true of the Stuka is true, 
with exceptions, of German avia- 
tion as a whole.

PANZER DIVISIONS 

| The Panzer divisions and other 
| ground units do not have any avia- 
tion units attached to them per- 
;manently. Air support is given at 


places and in quantities found 
| necessary by the high command, 
and any of the available air 


| strength is flexibly at the disposal 
| of any commander of a local land, 
| sea, or air action. 

Yet, because the main Nazi 
| strategic conception rested on land 
| Operations, the German air power 
| was primarily geared to answer 
| the tactical demands of such op- 
erations. 


| NAZI STRATEGY 


The strategy called for mechan- 
} ized surface warfare, with the 
| armies crossing only narrow water 
| gaps, which could be readily done 
| under protection of the co-operat- 
ing air force, That pattern domi- 
nated the creative minds entrusted 
with the designing of air equip- 
| ment. 

| This resulted in a certain bias. 

While the luftwaffe was separate, 
;the emphasis on land operations 
| affected the equipment in a way 
| that showed up unfavorably in all- 
}out air action, 

The kind of blows the luft- 
waffe was capable of delivering, 
| its restricted effective range of 
operation, its inadequacies in 
speed and fire power aid pro- 
tective armor, made it almost 
useless when there were no land 
forces present to exploit the 
initial demoralization. 


In short, German yision and au- | 
dacity failed to go far enough. 
| It is important to try to under- 
| stand why Hitler met his first and 
‘most significant setback, because 
it has a lot to teach us about Ger- 
man aviation in particular and 
| about air warfare in general. 


| THE WEAPONS

DIVE BOMBERS 

We have considered the Junkers 
87 or Stuka, the basic element in 
Germany’s aerial equipment. 

The Nazis also used a twin-en- 
gined dive-bomber, the Junkers 88, 
| with a speed of 300 miles, a crew 
of four and a striking range some- 


what more extended than the 
Stuka’'s 200 miles. 
It was equipped with three 


machine guns: one flexible ma- 
chine gun firing forward, operated 
by a gunner in front of the pilot, 
and the other two in the rear, one 
above and another below the fuse- 
lage. 


A SLOWER PLANE 


Slower by some 25 miles, but 
otherwise very similar to the 
Junkers 88, with the same disposi- 
tion of armament and crew, was 
the horizontal bomber, the @einkel 
II] Mark V, alsoa_ twin-engined 
low-wing monoplane 

There were in addition variants 
of the Dornier 17, or so-called 
“flying pencil,’ in the array of 
level bombers 

The general military character- 
istics of all these twin-engined 
bombers were similar. They were 
fast for their time, but the speed 
had been bought at a serious cost 
in fighting ability. 

THE GERMANS HAD 
CHISELED ON RANGE, LOAD- 
CARRYING CAPACITY, 
ARMOR, AND ARMAMENT 
FOR THE SAKE OF ADDI- 
TIONAL MILES PER HOUR 

The effective radius with a full 

explosive load was only about 600 
miles—about half of the British 
|range. The bomb capacity, vary- 
ing with ‘the range of operation, 
averaged one ton, 

| Aside from the limited orbit of 


operations with large loads of 
explosives, the most serious 
handicap of the German bomb- 
ers was insufficient defensive 
fire power. 


' In most instances they could 


{meet an eight-gun assault from a! 
| British pursuit with only one gun, 
making a hopeless ratio of eight 
to one. 

| Had Hitler's bombardment avia- 
tion carried adequate protection, 


they might have succeeded in 
fighting their way through to ap- 
pointed targets, destroying the 
| British air forces not only aloft 
but by destruction of ground fa- 
cilities; thus, a reversal of the 


whole battle might have resulted, | 


NAZI FIGHTERS 

In the fighter class, the Messer- | 
schmitt 109, equipped with Daim- 
ler Benz engines, developing 850 
horsepower at the start of the 
war and gradually boosted to the 


present 2,000 horsepower, was the 
standard type. F 

The great mass of Messer- 
schmitts at the beginning of the 


war did not have more than 330 
miles an hour of speed, though the 
later models could do better than 
350 miles. 

The Messerschmitt 
machine guns—four in the wings 
and two in the fuselage, firing 
through the propeller, with a con- 
sequent lowering of the rate of 
fire; a cannon firing through the 
propellor shaft was installed later. 
The plane was all-metal and of 
low-wing cantilever construction, 

The Messerschmitt 110 was a 
two-seater fighter, powered with 
two Daimler Benz engines. It had 
two fixed cannons in the fuselage 
and four fixed machine guns, all 
firing forward through the nose 

Like all twin-engined planes, it 
could not manoeuvre as easily or 


109 had six 


as rapidly as the single-engined 
Messerschmitt 109. 
Furthermore, in addition to 


the fuselage it had two propel- 
ler disks and two engine na- 
celles; the damaging of any of 
these elements put the plane out 
of action, so that it presented a 
greater area of vulnerability. 


Occasionally the Nazi fighter | 
force also employed the Heinkel | 
113, which had a good margin 
over the Messerschmitts in per- 
formance. The Germans claimed 
380 miles per hour for this fighter. 

Theoretically it was the one 
fighter which might have come 
up to the Spitfire, but apparently 
it never 


| because of some defect 
appeared in quantity. 


HANDICAPPED 

It should be noted that because 
these pursuits could shoot only or 
| chiefly forward, they were handi- 
|capped for their important func- 
tion in convoying bombers. j 

To the aviation specialist even 
such a brief summation of the 
|German equipment discloses that 
|the Nazi aerial armada was built 
principally for action against 
| ground targets. 
| He deduces that the Germans, 
counting on their numerical ad- | 
vantage, planned to ignore and 
circumvent the enemy’s air 
power. 

Contemptuous of the decisive 
value of quality, they assumed they 
j}could proceed directly at their 
| goal, which was the demolition of 
surface objectives. 

The general trend of Marshal 
Goering’s aviation, it thus appears 
|wvas to become a co-ordinated ele-, 
| ment for supporting surface oper- 
tions. Adequate for such under- 
| takings, his air force revealed its 
} fundamental weakness when called 
| Upon to tackle pure aerial opera- 
tions in the face of a powerful 
| aesiat foe. 
| WHAT WAS LACKING 

Nazi aviation simply was not | 
| geared for battling its way through 
hostile aircraft, carrying out its 
| job over a target, and battling its 
| way back again. Yet this is pre- 
| cisely the fighting quality it needed 
| for the conquest of the skies over 
Britain. 
| It had evidently counted on 
destroying the enemy’s aviation 
on the ground—as in Poland and 

France—rather than on grappl- 

ing with it in the skies. 

British aviation, while numer- 
ically weak, had come closer to 
achieving the military character- 
istics of true air power. In scale| 
these qualities may have been! 
primitive but the underlying con- 
ceptions were correct. 

British bombers sacrificed speed 
for defensive armament, range, 
and bomb load, which is a justifi- 
able exchange. Since bombers | 
cannot get away from fighters | 
anyhow, speed becomes a secon- 
dary consideration, 


FIRE POWER 

R.A.F. bombers were equipped | 
with rear turrets, housing two and 
four machine guns, and were able} 
|to fire them backwards through 
an unobstructed are of 180 degrees. 
This wide coverage was attained 
by installing the turret in the ex- | 
treme end of the fuselage. The 
front turret likewise had two or 
four machine guns, firing forward. 

The Wellington bomber, for in- 
stance, had an effective radius of | 
1,200 miles with a substantial | 
cargo of bombs, and was protected | 
by both rear and front power- | 

‘operated turrets. 

In general it is fair to say the 
British bombardment aircraft, 
possessing better range, arma- 
ment, and bomb load than the 
German, were therefore superior. 


This more than made up for an 
average inferiority of about 50 | 
miles an hour in speed | 

The backbone of the British | 
fighter command was the Spitfire, | 
which was and remains the most} 
effective single-engined fighter in| 
the world. It had a speed of 370 
|miles which has since then been 
|raised to over 400 miles. 

Its eight machine guns, installed 
in the wings, were free-firing. In 
speed, armor, fire power, and dis- 
position of guns, it had the edge 
on the Messerschmitts. 


THE HURRICANE 

The Hurricane, second in im- 
portance in the fighter command, 
was a somewhat larger plane, with 
a top speed of only 335 miles, but 
very manoeuvreable, (The present 
Hurricane is powered with a 
Napier engine, has a speed of 400 
m.p.h. and carries four 20-mm 
cernon or 12 machine guns.)

armament from below and forced 
the R.A.F. to restrict its use to 
night fighting. 

Throughout, it can be seen, 
the British air force possessed 
greater fire power than its ad- 
versary. 

A fair qualitative ratio of Nazi 


and British fighting aircraft in the 
Battle of Britain is provided by 
the Spitfire and the Messerschmitt, 
and the advantage in the con- 
frontation indisputably favored the 
British. 

The Spitfire had a margin of 25 
miles an hour in speed. Though it 
did not at that time have a can- 
non, it had two more machine guns 
—none of them handicapped by 
synchronization through the pro- 
peller—and hence possessing a 
greater volume of fire. 

Flying qualities were approxi- 
mately the same, with a slight 
edge for the British, since the Spit- 
fire was better than the Messer- 
schmitt at stalling speeds and 
manoevuvreing.
